In claim 38, replace lines 7-9, beginning with the word "delivering" in line 7 and ending 
with the period in line 9, with the following: 

"transducing said peptide construct in vitro to said prokaryotic or eukaryotic cell." 

Claim 1, 3, 4, 5, 30 and 38, as amended above, are allowed.
